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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 13-18, 21-42 are allowed. Claims 13-18, 21-25, and 29-32 are allowed 
primarily for the reasons delineated on pages 1-3 of applicant's remark particularly with 
regard to the amended features in claim 13 last five lines and as the remaining prior art 
singly or in combination does not teach the claimed invention in claim 13 as amended. 
Claims 26-28 and 33-38 are allowed primarily for the reasons delineated on page 4, first 
paragraph of applicant's remark and as the remaining prior art singly or in combination 
does not teach the claimed invention in claim 26 as amended. Claims 39-42 are 
allowed primarily the prior art of record singly or in combination does not teach the 
claimed invention in claim 39 including forming a hard mask layer directly on the 
oxygen-diffusion barrier layer, patterning the hard mask layer and the oxygen diffusion 
barrier layer and forming an upper insulating layer pattern in the manner as claimed, 
removing the hard mask pattern, forming the lower electrode on the upper insulating 
pattern and the oxygen diffusion barrier pattern, forming the ferroelectric layer on the 
lower electrode and an upper electrode layer on the ferroelectric layer as claimed.
